JAPS ATTACK U. S. 

CONGRESS DECLARES WAR 

Without warning, and while their 
ambassadors in Washington were 
pretending to negotiate for peaceful 
settlement of differences between 
Japan and the United States .the 
Japanese Sunday attacked Ameri¬ 
can and British territory at widely 
separated points in the Pacific ocean. 

Most serious attack on the United 
States was that at Pearl Harbor and 
Honolulu, Hawaii, whei-e U. S. 
authorities have admitted the loss of 
one battleship and damage to several 
Others, and Japan has claimed the 
reduction of the fleet to less than the 
naval strength of Japan. 

In an address Tuesday night. 
President Roosevelt warned that we 
should be prepai-ed for the loss of 
the islands of Guam, Wake, and Mid¬ 
way, which have been under Japan¬ 
ese attack. 

The Japanese are also attacking 
the Philippine Islands and, according 
to i-eports, have succeeded in effect¬ 
ing a landing of ti-oops. 

On Monday afternoon President 
Roosevelt went before congress and 
asked for a formal declaration of the 
war so treacherously started by Japan 
on Sunday. The war declaration was 
voted unanimously by the senate and 
with only one dissenting vote in the 
house of representatives. This being 
America, the woman from Montana 
who voted no has not been shot, as 
she would have been in Japan or 
Germany. She will not even be locked 
up unless she becomes violent. 

Even Wheeler, Hoover, and Lind¬ 
bergh made public statements 
supporting American resistance to 
Japanese aggression, altho their 
statements did not sound very 
enthusiastic or patriotic to this 
writer. 

Yesterday two of Britain's biggest 
battleships were sunk by Japanese 
air attacks. 

Air raid alarms have been sounded 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. Enemy planes were actually- 
seen off the California coast. 

It is plain that in this war Japan, 
like Italy, is only Hitler’s tool. An 
attack in the Atlantic may be ex¬ 
pected at any moment. 

Hitler’s land armies have .now 
been fought to a standstill in Russia 
and North Africa. Heretofore Ger¬ 
many has been weak on the sea. 
Japan now claims superiority in the 
Pacific. This claim is probably false, 
but the French fleet will soon be, if 
it is not already, in German hands, 
which will bring axis strength in 
the Atlantic near to that of the U. S.! 
and Britain. With both Germany and 
Japan apparently still dominant in 
the air, we are in for a grim struggle. 


MORE FOOD PLANS 

When a family keeps a record book 
and carries on farming like business 
men carry on their business, then it 
isn't difficult to increase production.

for FSA in Morgan county, reports 
they are all increasing their produc¬ 
tion of foods in the food-for-freedom 
program 

Those who have taken part in the 
rehabilitation program under the U. 
S. department of agriculture long 
enough to have worked out plans in 
previous years, now have their farm 
record bcoks to help them plan for 
future operations. He pointed out thai 
farm families in the farm security 
rehabilitation program make careful 
plans first, and that the loans are 
made then to put the plans into 
actual operation. FSA. in making the 
loans, stresses the importance of farm 
and home records and planning. 

Many of the families are now mak¬ 
ing their plans for the coming year. 
The services of the county supervisor 
and the home management supervisor 
are available to aid in formulating 
plans. 

According to most farm plans now 
being worked out, farm production 
next season will lean toward more 
milk, milk products, better home 
gardens, eggs, and meat for home 
butchering, in line with the food for 
freedom program, Mr. Caskey said. 
This sort of production has been en¬ 
couraged by the FSA for some years, 
and most borrowers now are replac¬ 
ing “one cash crop” farming with 
diversification. 

In 1940 the average standard FSA 
borrower in Kentucky produced $370 
worth of goods for home use. but in 
the year prior to drawing their first 
farm plans in connection with FSA 
loans those same families averaged 
only $290 worth of such production. 

Virtually without exception, Mr. 
Caskey believes FSA borrowers can 
be counted upon to plan their farm 
work to increase the output of items 
called for in national defense. It will 
continue to be the policy to produce 
for home use first; and this will tend 
to leave commercial production, on 
borrower’s farms as well as others, 
free to go into channels which 
eventually will lead to feeding our 
armed forces as well as those of our 
allies.
